Great Lakes.

ing the Naval appropriation . bill add- 
ed $887,000 to the bill for the purpose 
of purchasing additional land for the 
Great Lakes Station. 
An amendment 
to the bill providing for this amount 
was 
introduced 
by 
Representative 
Padgett, chairman of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee. Authority is given 
the president to acquire the land by 
condemnation or other proceedings. 
The house also adopted committee 
amendments adding »l 0,295,000 to the 
bill for hospital construction, of which

In the meantime, steps were taken 
in Waukegan for the leasing of 300 
additional acres for the station.
